More than 800 delegates from all parts 
of the country attended the aecond an- 

tttul convention of the United Iriah 
League of America in New York thia 
week. Col. John F. Finnerty, of Chicago, 
prcdded. Jeremiah O'Connor, of Blmira. 
waa elected Temponry C h a ir man and 
read an addreaa. After abaft apeediea by 
Bourke Co^ran, Acting Mayor Foraaa, 
of New York; Patrick Ford, of the Iriah 
World, and John B. Redmond, the Iriah 
leader, the convention got down to busi- 
ness and elected John F\ Finnerty Per- 
manent Chairman and John O'Callaghan 
Secretary. 

John E. Redmond, the leader of the 
Iriah party in the House of Commons; 
Capt. Donnallan, of Beat Cork, and Pat- 
rick 0*Brica, of KUlkeny City, addraaeed 
a large uMatlng in Cwncgie Hall on 
Sunday night. Bourke Cockrtn and 
other prominent Irish-Americans were 
present and delivered addresses. John 
Redmond said he had come here hoping 
to be able to raise fW.OOO for tbe Irish 
cause. 

He said that he came to this country 
n explain what had been accomplished 
through the aaaiatanoe obtained here two 
yeara ago and to adc for further help. He 
said that the money given at that time 
had brought about the passage of the 
land act in the Britiah Parliauent and 
Ireland had reason to be prond of the 
result. 

"But that," he added, "is only a 
means to obtaining home rule. Nothing 
will satisfy us but self-government. The 
great Unionist party in England is 
doomed. aa4 1^ naatml tlin 'Tf'rg 
balance in 100 oooatttSandaa in Great 
Britain and will denuuid bone rule from 
the candidatee there at the next general 
election. Then we will have the balance 
of power in the British Parliament, and 
a home rule bill will pass. We must have 
financial aid from America to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. I don't 
think I ask too much in requesting the 
people of this country to give ns a cam- 
paign fund of |50,000 between now and 
the time of the general election." 

When Bomlte OoAran appealed to the 
people to aaalat the atrnggHng Iriah 
membera of Parliament a man in the 
audience cried out: "Why don't you 
assist Iheiii. Cockrau?" 

"I will assist them in the way that will 
help the cause the most, «nd that is by 
going down in my pocket." .\ud he then 
gave fyOO. 

At the oonventlott qt the United Irish 
I,eagne of America Wadaaaday thara waa 
no official pngranaia ftor the proceed- 
iuga, but moat of the morning aearion 
waa taken up by the reports of the vari- 
ous committees, which were appointed 
Tues<lay, and the Secretary's report. 
Secretary John O'Callaghan read a reso- 
lution adopted at a meeting of Slavic- 
American citizens in tbe city Tuesday 
night, expressing sympathy for the Irish 
people in their struggle for self-govern- 
ment, and wishing that their aflofta may 
be crowned with aneoaaa ia tho aaar fu- 
ture. I<attara of ragret tven read from 
Preaidant Rooaarelt, Judge Parker, Cardi- 
nal Oibbona and Archbishop Ryan. 

There was a warm debate over the 
question of increasinjr the national com- 
mittee from fifty to one hundred mem- 
bers. John F. Ryan, of Philadelphia, 
speaking for the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion, argued that New York ahonld not 
have any more repreeentatlon on the 
National Committee than any other State. 
He aaid the Mew York branch of the 
League had not contrlbnted aa mndi to 
the common fnnd aa It ought to have 
done, (lo adda ris g ita aiae, there bdng 
more Iriafamen !n New York than in the 
Mty of Dublin. He said that New York 
should not have two representrtives on 
the Executive Committee, as desired, 
when Boaton and other citiea had given 
more to the fund than New York had. 
He declared that auch a proceeding would 
be unfair to thaae other dtiea. 

Ddegate O'Connor, of Bhnira, atnnn- 
ondjr l aaa nt e d Ryan'a attack upon the 
Mahmen of New York SUte. declaring it 
to be nnjnat CoL Sullivan, of Lonialana, 
made a plea for increasing the National 
Committee to one hundred, insisting that 
the South bad no proper representation 
in the Executive Committee of the 
League. During the discussion the con- 
vention was in an uproar, and it was 
aome time bdore Chairman I'inerty was 
able to restore order. Roderick J. Ken- 
nedy, of New York, said that the New 
York State brancbee have done all in 
their power to bdp the cause of the 
League and that of Irdand. The amend- 
ment that the Bxecotive Committee be 
increased from fifty to one hundred was 
ddeated by fonr votes. Those voting 
against it numbered 134 and those for it 
130. This closed the stormy scene.

Redmond, Willifnn O'Brien, Michael 
Davitt, T. 1'. O'Connor, Mdward Lake 
and their able colleagues, services which 
no material value can rcpre^nt or recom- 



nien fn America to aaatain them in thdr 
struggle, with a generoMty worthy of the 
glorious renown of the Iriah race and of 
the cause to which they are aaallarably 

devoted. 

A member of the Committee of Ways 
and Means read a report from the com- 
mittee in which it was stated that it is 
the intention to rdse |60,000 before the 
first of next year for tbe general election 
fnnd, to be need in Bagland an*} Ireland. 

Michad J. Curry, the New York mem- 
ber of the committee, told the conven- 
tion that New York will contribute 
110,000 toward the fund. Cbaiiman 
Finerty announced that Charles F. 
Murphy, the Tammany leader, had 
promised to give |1,000 to the fund. 

Judged from tbe press reports the con- 
vention waa a snoceaa and will realise the 
hopes of its prumotera and tba dalagataa 
from Ireland.

degree mark. In fact the vacation of 
Pope I'ius is really only imaginary, and 
is only called a vacation to give the 
Cardinals an opportunity to escape from 
Rome for a few weeks. While tbe late 
Pofie f.eo always commenced his vacation 
in the beginning of July, and during that 
time moved from the Vatican proper into 
tbe "Cadna dd Pio IV.," one of 
the coltagea in the garden of the 
Vatican, Plua X. has declared that as 
long as be can not go to Venice he pre- 
ferp. to stay in his onlinary apartments 
and take long walks every morning be- 
tween (1 and 10, <liiriiijj which hi- has 
asked to be allowed to forget that he is 
Pope and be left absolutely alone.

I^oia diitioKtiiilMd edociton. both 
deric and lay, diicaised how best to 
bring about greater uniformity of 
atandardsand methods in parochial 
gdiodit and to eooodng* the organ- 
isation of parish alumni and alum- 
nae associations. Carefully prepared 
papers on these subjects were read 
and diacoiaed. and tbe delcntea 
from the several States were urged 
to bring the attention of the clergy 
and the Biahops to the importance 
of Inproving parish schools. The 
conference also viewed with satis- 
faction the movement in favor of 
tbe Catholic High SdMWl and the 
eataMiihmcnt of normal aehools. As 
a means of creating a more refined 
social and intellectual Catholic at- 
mosphere the conference recom- 
mended the formation of parish and 
diocesan alumni associations. It was 
brought out at this meeting that a 
million or more children are attend- 
ing pariah aehoola is the United 
States. 

The suggestions made by the 
Cathftlic Educational Association are 

timely. While many of the parish 
schools are good, some of them are 
not so good. The good ooeacan be 
made better and the poor ones 

greatly benefited by uniformity of 
studies and the normal training of 
teachers. These teachers ahbuld 
not only have knowledge, but 
should be acquainted with the best 
methods of imparting information. 
The teaching orders in the chorcb 
are making improvements in this 
direction in order to keep up with 
the times, and this is to be com- 
mended. 

All the parish schools in Louis- 
ville will open on Monday next and 
tbe attendance promises to be large. 
It is to be hoped the nchoot aeaaion 
will be profitable for both teachers 
and pupils. There are about thirty 
parish schools in Louisville and 
there la no reason to bdleve these 
schools will not be np to the stand 
ard mainthined in other dioceses. 
Tbe Catholic High Schools in the 
diocese of Louisville, and popnlariy 
known as academies and colleges, 
are equal to any in the country, but 
the parochial schools in some par- 
ishes are not np to the highest 
standard^ 

LABOR DAY AND UNIONS. 



The labor organizations of Louis- 
ville and in all the principal cities 
in the country will celebrate Labor 
day on Monday next. The day is 
a legal holiday in many Sutes and 
cities. All intelligent men the world 
over have come to recognize that 
organised labor is beneSdal to both 
employe and employer when prop 
erly conducted and when the 
unions are not made the vehicle for 
furthering the enda of deaigning 
politicians and unscrupulous labor 
leaders, belter known as grafters. 
Tbe great misUke of some of the 
labor ttnlooa in Louisville aa wdl as 
elsewhere throughout the country 
is that they have permitted un- 
worthy men to control them at 
times and have meddled too much 
in politics. Labor unions are or- 
ganized for the purpose of protect- 
ing their members — for securing 
bbtter wages and shorter honrs of 
work. Politics have no place in a 
labor union. The unions in Louis- 
ville which have not permitted poli- 
tics to enter and who have turned 
down the grafters are the strongest, 
and this is true throughout the 
country.

HOW TO ASSIST AT LOW MASS. 

According to the mbcica of the adaaal, 
all assisUng st low auuH ahoald kaeel 
during the whole ssrvios except at the 
gospel Caatan, however, has modified 
the law as follows: 

Pirst— When the celebrant enters the 
sanctuary all should rise. They remain 
standing until the priest descends to the 
sltar to begia umm, wtaea aU abonld 
kneel. 

Second— They remain kneeling until 
the gospel. Aa the altar boy aacends to 
place the missal on the left aide of the 
altar all ahould rise aad reaiaia ataadiag 
daring the goepd (aad dnriag the 
"Credo," ahonld it be asid), until the 
cdabraat aaya "Doaiinus vobiscum." 

Third— While the priest is making the 
announcements or preaching the people 
should be seated. If the gospel is read 
to the congregation they should stand. 

Fourth— Should the "Credo" be said, 
the congregation gennflecU with the 
priest in the "et incaraatns eat" at the 
words "et homo factoa eat." 

Pifth— After "Ooadaaa vobiscnm" all 
sit down aadooatiaae so till the Sanctns, 
when they shonld revereatly kneel. Thus 
they shonld remsia daring the priest's 
communion, and also during the com- 
munion of the faithfal, ahoald thero be 
any to receive. 

Sixth^When the priest receivaa tha 
first ablution sU may sit down. 

Seventh— They kneel again. However, 
as soon as he goes to the book. 

Kighth-After the blaasjag all rise and 
sund during the but gospel, gennflectieg 
at "Vertmm earo factum eat." 

Niatb— Whea the prieat deaccnds from 
the altar they kaad aad recite with him 
the prayers after buss. 

Tenth— Not until the prieat has reUred 
from the sanctury should any person 
leave the church or hia place therein.
